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(1) IN GENERAL.—The Director of National In-1

telligence shall conduct an assessment of technology 2

described in paragraph (2) that could be or is being 3

used by foreign adversaries in foreign espionage pro-4

grams targeting the United States. 5

(2) TECHNOLOGY DESCRIBED.—Technology de-6

scribed in this paragraph is technology of United 7

States origin that is commercially available and not 8

subject to export controls. 9

(3) REPORT REQUIRED.—Not later than 180 10

days after the date of the enactment of this Act, the 11

Director shall submit a report on the assessment re-12

quired by paragraph (1) to— 13

(A) the Committee on Armed Services, the 14

Committee on Commerce, Science, and Trans-15

portation, the Committee on Banking, Housing, 16

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(b) CONSIDERATION OF ASSESSMENT IN EXPORT 1

CONTROL DECISIONS.—The Secretary of Commerce, the 2

Secretary of State, and the Secretary of the Treasury shall 3

each use the assessment conducted under subsection (a) 4

to inform decisions with respect to listing, de-listing, or 5

changing the control and regulation status of technology 6

for purposes of export controls within their respective ju-7

risdictions. 8
